Have It Subdued. 








F. J. Lee 

I have before me an article 
entitled “Speaking in Tongues.” 
The article was sent to me by 
Brother M. A. Looney, who ask- 
ed-that I give it some considera- 
tion, but on account of being so 
very busy I haven’t given atten- 
tion until at this time, but now 
I will proceed to notice each 
item as introduced in the article 
by a Methodist minister. 

I do not take this up as a con- 
tention, hoping to win a point 
over the writer, but only to be 
able to show some truths about 
the subject of the issue. 

His subject is given in three 
divisions, then each division is 
numbered. 

Division One, 

1.—He states that speaking in 
tongues is, “No essential part of 
Pentecost.” ‘Not in the prom- 
ise.” Luke 24:47-49. 

To this I will state, we find 
im Luke 24:49, the very chap- 
ter that the brother refers to: 
“Behold I send the promise of 
my Father upon you: but tarry 
ye in the city of Jerusalem; un- 
til ye be endued with power 
from on high.” 

This is the occasion of the 
one hundred and twenty receiv- 
ing the Holy Ghost. 


Jesus had instructed them to! 
wait, and had even commanded | 


that they should not depart | 
from Jerusalem but wait for the | 
promise, which promise we find 


at Acts 1:4, 5, is the baptism of’ 


the Holy Ghost. 

The. brother’ states _ that, 
“speaking in tongues is not in 
the promise.” Well anyway we 
find that when, the one hundred 
and twenty received the Holy 
Ghost they spoke with other 
tongues. It appears to me that 
if God had not intended that 
speaking with other tongues ac- 
company the wonderful expe- 
rience that He had promised He 
could have easily had it back, 
but as He did not withhold it, 
but gave an abundance of 
speaking with tongues along 
with the peace and joy in the 
Holy Ghost which is the prom- 
ise, we are bound to admit that 
it was meant to be included in 
the@romise. 

“No essential part of Pente- 
cost.” To this I will state, Pen- 
tecost means fifty. It was cele- 
brated on the fiftieth day after 
the 16th of Nisan. It was in- 
stituted as a day of thanksgiv- 
ing. It was to be a holy rest 
day, so at this special day of 
Pentecost the day in which the 
Holy Ghost came, it was So or- 
dered that it should come on 
Sunday or the first day of the 
week, then. as this special day 
was to be a holy day and a day 
of thanksgiving or of praising 
the Lord, the promise was sent 
which carried with it speaking 
with tongues, an overflowing, 
ecstasy of joy, praise and 
thanksgiving. The great ecstasy 
of joy which accompanies the 
baptism with the Holy Ghost 
cannot be expressed with or- 
dinary _language, but in order

to give vent to the Spirit, the 
body is wholly abandoned to 
Him, He then uses the tongue 
in an extraordinary way and in 
the Spirit speaketh mysteries 
and worships the Lord beyond 
west the human could do alone. 

—“Speaking in tongues at 
descapant not the gift. It was 
a miracle.” 

Perhaps they did not receive 
the gift of tongues at this time, 
and it was really a miracle. It 
is truly a miracle that God can 
take the unruly member (the 
tongue) and use it to His name’s 
honor. He is doing this with 
thousands to-day. The writer 
has seen many who spoke in a 
real language, after having re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost, yet these 
parties had not received the gift 
of tongues, but only the inspi- 
ration of tongues that everyone 
receives at the time of receiving 
the Holy Ghost. 

3. 
Cleansing the heart: see Matt. 
3:11. 

This reference is about what 
John the Baptist said about him- 
self baptizing with water, but 
states that the one coming after 
him should baptize with the 
Holy Ghost and fire. 

This had reference to the day 
of Pentecost'and subsequent oc- 
casions, where all those who 
had received the Holy Ghost 
and spoke with tongues. It had 
no reference to heart cleansing 
whatever, but only to the bap- 
tizing with the Holy Ghost. 

One must first have a clean 
heart before the Holy Ghost will 
consent to come in and take up 
His abode. 

Jesus said, “If ye love 
keep my commandments.” 

Then what, Lord? “I will 
pray the Father, and he shall 
give you another Comforter.” 

This Scripture shows that we 
must have an experience that 
will cause tis to keep the com- 
mandments before the Holy 
Ghost comes in. Can any but 
the sanctified do this? No sir. 
It takes a clean heart to keep 
the commandments. ‘The Holy 
Ghost will not come into an un- 
clean temple. 

4.—Difference between the 
gift of the Spirit, and the gifts 
of the Spirit. 

This is a true statement. 
sus prayed the Father and He 
gave the Comforter (Spirit. We 
are to pray and consecrate un- 
til the blood is applied, then it 
may be said that we are sancti- 
fied, afterward we may receive 
the gift of the Holy Ghost. 

At 1 Cor. 12, we find that. the 
different gifts are given by the 
Spirit, even the gift of tongues 
as given by the Spirit. There 
are only a very few that I have 
ever heard of that could say 
they had the gift of tongues. I 
have read a_ statement in Dr. 
Yokum’s paper several years 
ago that he went to Mexico and 
by the Spirit preached unto the 





me, 


Mexicans. He knew not the 
language, but the Spirit took 
charge of his vocal organs. 


When this is brought into action 
at will it is undoubtedly the gift 
of tongues. While only a few 
to-day have the gift, it is the 
privilege of any one who thinks 
this gift may be used to an ad- 
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vantage to covet it for the edi 
fying of the church. 

5.—God does not purpose to 
save men by acts with ton- 
gues. 

I will say to this, that there 
are thousands being brought 
under conviction by the speak- 
ing in tongues. The general 
secretary of the Church of God, 
who is of German descent went 
to a mission in Los Angeles, 
California, there he heard a wo- 
man speaking the German lan- 
guage and understood that she 
was quoting Scripture. This | 
will say again is a very common 
occurrence, This German whose 
name is E. J. Boehmer dwells in 
Cleveland, Tennessee, and will 
verify this statement any day. 

I will also state this, forever 
settled his mind about the Pen- 
tecostal baptism, he began to 
seek-for the experience and is 
to-day a staunch advocate of 
the Holy Ghost baptism evi- 
denced by speaking with other 
tongues. Paul said, ‘In the law 
it is written, with men of other 
tongues and other lips will I 
sneak unto this people: yet for 
all this will they not hear me. 
saith the Lord.” 

“Wherefore tongues are for a 
sign, not to them that believe, 
but to them that believe not.” 

In view of these Scriptures, 
will this brother persist in say- 
ing that God did not purpose 
that speaking in tongues would 
be used in the sa!vation of men? 


From the very fact that Paul 
Says, “Yet for all that.they will 
not hear me saith the © Lord,” 
shows that the Lord is to use 
this method to help bring men 
to repentance, but He said they 
would not hear. This doesn’t 
signify that none would hear, 
but it is true that many do not 
hear, but try to theorize the 
speaking in tongues out of ex- 
istence, but Paul says, ‘Forbid 
not to speak with tongues.” 

6.—“One person does not have 
all the gifts which proves that 
the sanctified person does not 
have to speak with tongues.” 

The sanctified person is not 
required to receive any gift but 
the gift of the Holy Ghost. Aft- 
er the disciples had been sancti- 
fied at Bethany they didn’t feel 
like crying when the Lord went 
away, but thev felt more like 
obeying Him when He ordered 
that they should go _ to Jer- 
usalem and tarry for the Holy 
thost, 

7..—“Speakinge in tongues is 
the eighth and last showing that 
it is the least important of all! 
the gifts.” 

Dear brother if the gift of ton- 
gues is the least and is only 
shown to be the least because it 
stands last inthe catalog of 
gifts I will say that by this same 
rule charity is shown to be less 
than faith and hope because it 
stands last on the list, but Paul 
says it is the greatest. 

Now abideth faith, hope, char- 
ity, these three: but the ‘greatest 
of these is charity. Consistency 
is a great jewel.
